Washington. May 30.—The Prince 
of Udine and other members of the 
Italian war mission will leave Wash­ 
ington next Monday, June 4, on a trip 
through the south and middle west, 
going first to Atlanta 
Following is the itinerary announce 
ed today by the state 
department: 
Leave 
Washington Monday, June 4; 
Atlanta, June 5; Birmingham, June 5; 
New Orleans, June 6; Memphis, June 
7; St. Louis, June 8; Burlington, la., 
June 8; Chicago. June 10; Pittsburgh, 
June 11; Harrisburg, June 12; New 
York, June 12; Philadelphia, en route 
to Washington, after the visit In New 
York. 
The mission will travel on a spec­ 
ial train provided by the government, 
and will be accompanied by their na­ 
val, military and 
diplomatic 
aides. 
The exact routes and time of depart­ 
ure will be kept secret for reasons of 
safety, but local committees at the 
places at which they will stop will be 
given full details. 
New light was shed today on the 
mission’s»visit v?hen 
Deputy 
Nltti, 
former^mlnister of agriculture and in­ 
dustry in the Italian cabinet, said 
that the purpose in coming to this 
country was much more political than 
economic, and that his hope was to 
a? rnaint Americans more fully with 
Italy's deals and purposes. The mis­ 
sion feels that America is not ’fully 
informed about Italy, owing to the 
strict censorship, and that the most 
essential thing is to clear away any 
misunderstanding. 
The Prince of Udine will present to 
i Thursday an autograph let­ 
ter to the American people especially 
entrusted to him by King Victor Em­ 
manuel. The prince, with other mem­ 
bers of the'm ission, paid a formal 
visit, yesterday to Vice President Mar­ 
shall at the capítol.

According to the rules an^ regula- 
the rions Issued by the war department, 
no male persons between the ages of 
w ‘ and 31 years will be exempt from 
registration on next Tuesday, June 6. 
Persons who are within the age limit 
and are unable to get to the placo of 
registration because of physical dis­ 
ability will be required to have some 
responsible citizen of the neighbor­ 
hood register for him. 
There are several questions the reg­ 
istrar is required to answer, includ­ 
ing Inquiries as to health, profession, 
age. military qualifications and as to 
whether the registrar has any per­ 
sons dependent on him.

S a lover of Great Britain and of the noble British traditions of civil 
and political liberty, ,1 am, like thousands of other Americans, 
keenly anxious that by the granting of autonomy to Ireland tho 
British Empire may itself be strengthened and a new example given of 
the healing effect of SELF GOVERNMENT UPON THE OLDEST 
AND MOST VEXATIOUS POLITICAL WOUNDS. 
Every one sees that the problem of recognizing nationality in Ireland 
and of granting it autonomy is gravely complicated by problems of land 
ownership, of violent religious antipathy and 6Í traditional race antag­ 
onism. 
But the great demonstration of British national character and 
British national capacity which this war has called out will, I am confi­ 
dent, not cease until it has found a way to bind Ireland more closely than 
ever to the empire by granting it that autonomy which the major por­ 
tion of its population so ardently desires. 
IF I BELIEVED THAT THE GRANTING OF AUTONOMY TO IRELAND 
WOULD WEAKEN THE BRITISH EMPIRE OR THE CAU8E OF CIVIL 
LIBERTY I COULD NOT URGE IT FOR A MOMENT. 
It is because I believe it would strengthen the British Empire, both 
at home and throughout the world, and that it would fix yet more firmly 
the foundations of civil liberty, that I look with confident hope to its 
early accomplishment.
